‘The Tea Market 


Another aspect of the situation,

with their tea factories whence 
products are transferred to the 
Hankow tea hongs, have produced 
ess this year, partly owing to the 
fighting in Honan and partly 
result of the silver embargo. 

Figures show that in 1925 in 
‘Honan and Hupeh there were 153 
‘such factories as against 67 at the 
resent time. Much of the tea 
producing area in Honan has been 
under fire, actual figures showing 
[that as against 91 factories there in 
1925 there are now only 12. Hupeh 
}has suffered less, but whatever. the 
expectations of the tea hongs it is 
evident that tea has not found ite 
way to those in Hankow up to the 
present writing, At the first whit? 
of the present trouble practically 
all tea stocks belonging to Chinese 
‘tea bongs were sent to Shanghai;

here, And, as there are no tea 
stocks to speak of in Hankow, now, 
it is imagined that the tea hongs 
regard the present predicament 
with “more than the customary 
anxiety.

but nothing is available. 

‘The position of Marshal Sun's 
troops is not at all clear, He is| 
retreating toward a city called 
Suchien, but his armies are sti 
holding’ an important sector in 
northern Kiangsw on the east flank 
of the Nationalist forces, He ean 
still control egress on the Lunghai 
Railway to the sea, But his

clear, nor is it known exactly why|

chow, at this time when there is

were interested in the sort of 
publicity that Mr. Clark was 
jsiving the situation in China. It 
}proved, moreover, a sympathetic 
jinterest.  Mr..Clark.is always 
sto protest that-he had -no| 
direct dealings with the Red| 
Embassy and had no reason to 
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believe that the funds. he receiv. 
[ed came from that. souree. This 
fhe does. not dinectly assert, how- - 
jever. He ‘only makes.a lame 
effort to demonstrate that Feng 
Yu-hsiang agreed to buy stock 
in his paper on the instalment 
plan, that it was preferred and 
not common stock, and that he 
had assured Marshal Feng or 
his go-between in a letter that 
such a purchase of stock entail- 
(ed no control of the policy .of 
‘the paper.

THE 
NORTHERN DEBACLE! 
June 3. 

No amount of explanation will) 
persuade any Chinese observer 
of the war situation that the 
Fengtien abandonment of Cheng- 
chow and their withdrawal to 
the north bank of the Yellow. 
River is anything but a prelude 
to the Southern occupation of 
Peking. Fengtien has in Ho- 
nan an army of a hundred thou- 
sand men, very hardy and stal- 
[wart fellows, handsomely equip-| 
ped. Among them are the Hei- 
lungkiang cavalry, recruited 
largely from the forest dwelling’ 
bandits, undoubtedly the most) 
splendid fighting organization’ 
that modern China has pro- 
duced. It will be remembered 
that a year ago these worthies| 
came upon Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
rear by way of Dolon Nor and] 
forced the Kuominchun, with all 
its Mongol cavalry auxiliaries,| 
to abandon Nankow and Kalgan 
‘and retreat westward in confu- 
sion. Between Tsitsihar and 
Peking they were four months in 
ithe saddle, spending their nights) 
on the ground in the wilderness 
and feeding their mounts on! 
such grass as was available. Yet 
they came into the Metropolis| 
with their ponies in such condi- 
tion as no one but a born horse- 
man can achieve, presented the 
appearance of crack dragoons in 
their faded uniform, and carried 
themselves with an air of self-| 
respect, restraint and good tem- 
per which truly amazed the dis- 
tracted Peking countryside. Such 
a force is not easily defeated. 
In addition to the Fengtien army’ 
in Honan there are still various 
units of Wu Pei-fu's former 
command that are loyal to the 
North and ready to co-operate. 
Against this organization 
Hankow opposes something like 
sixty thousand of the shabbiest 
little Hunan and Hupeh troops. 
that have ever masqueraded as 
soldiers. No foreign military’ 

















fare able to hold such a celebs 
tion, that — such - brilliant} 
spectacles as the trooping of the 
colour and the tattoo can take! 
place, and that we are here in a 
position to see and enjoy them. 
We shall do so all the more be- 
lcause of the knowledge we have 
lof what might very easily have 
lotherwise been the case.

after another of the formidable 
Northerners crumples up, before 








rabble that has nev‘ 
been tried in battle. It seems 
like a staged demonstration of 
the Chinese fable about the fine 
fat rat, as big as a deer hound, 
that fled in abject terror from 
ithe mangy kitten. 

We can find no Chinese auth-| 
forities locally who will furnish 
jus with a complete and satis 
factory explanation. Northern- 
jers and Southerners alike, th 
all agree now that the North is 
on the verge of a grand débacle 
‘and, piecemeal, they all furnish 
lus with scraps of unsatisfactory 
explanation which we have to 
piece together for ourselves. 
Several facts, however, stand out 
very clearly. The first is that 
ithe North, like every other part 
lof China, is sick unto death of 
the-military plague. The second 
outstanding fact is that the one 
man who must: be permanently 
removed from the stage is Chang 
Chung-chang. Shantung has 
had so much more than enough 
of him, that if the hordes from 
China's much feared ghost world 
jwere to advance upon Shantung,| 
gentry, merchants, farmers and 
native soldiery would be out 
with tea and cakes to welcome 
them. If Shantung is going 
to collapse, as everyone is 
absolutely certain that it will, 
there is nothing for the Feng- 
tien armies on the Peking-Han- 
kow railways to do but fall back 
upon Chihli, perhaps upon .Pe- 
king or Tientsin, and put them- 
selves in a defensive attitude, 
However strong and willing 
to fight they may be and how- 
ever little they may think of 
Chiang Kai-shek and his despis-| 
fed “bean-pod” army, they are 
not going to stay out on the 
fend of a limb that Chiang can 
hack off at his own leisure and 
discretion. A very strong third 
reason for a Northern moral 
[surrender is that the subordin- 
fate officers are no longer | cer-| 
tain that the great chief, Chang 
‘Tso-lin, is in absolute control of 
his Manchurian base. ‘The men 
know of this doubt and are duly! 
suspicious of their officers. 
Everyone knows that Yang Yu- 
ting, the Grand Wazir, is in 
constant communication with 
Chiang Kai-shek. For a time 
this correspondence was carried 
lon with Chang Tso-lin’s encour-| 
agement and approval. Latter- 
ly it has been felt in Peking that 
it was going on in spite of the 
King of Liao rather than on his 
initiative. The feeling has also 
‘gone abroad that in the event of 
a Fengtien débacle inside the 
wall, Manchuria might not wel- 
come Chang Tso-lin back, It is 
jeven suggested that the Japan- 
ese could do with a substitute. 
Hence, when tragedy throws its 
first shadow over Peking, it b 
hooves the Manchurian overlord 
to get back home and make his 
position secure before local en- 
lemies dynamite the throne. 

All of this is undoubtedly ap- 
preciated by the British, Amer- 
ican and Japanese authorities, 
else the troop movements north- 
wards would have been utterly 
impossible. The decision that 
Peking and Tientsin are to be 
protected and not evacuated is 
ithe most wholesome sign of @ 
change of attitude in Great Bri- 
tain and America that has come 
[within our ken for many moons. 
Foreign policy in this age trav- 
jels no faster in any democracy 
than public opinion warrants. 
Therefore, when policy under- 
goes a metamorphosis, in spite 
lof poisonous propaganda and 
oficial defeatism, and endorses 
fan attitude of defence, instead 
lof the highly approved policy of 
seuttle, the time has obviously 
arrived for a little good cheer 
jand mutual congratulation. We 
shall never know, perhaps, how 
heavily we are in debt to our 
naval and military authorities 
for pushing through this change 
lof front in the North. The na- 
tural diplomatic inclination in a 
difficult situation is to say: It’s 
lnopeless: nothing will be done.” 
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isi, 
‘American or Japanese military 
man’s reply is: “Leave it to us 
land see.” The foreign commu- 
nities in China must be very 
jgrateful indeed to their military 
people who have undoubtedly 
overridden diplomatic qualms 
and have insisted upon the de- 
fence of honour and. prestige 
where the bureaucrats, with 
their mediseval monkish mind: 
would have hushed comment 
and have approached the North- 
ern situation with sweet un- 
guents, as they backed out, and 
offerings of balm. 











GREAT BRITAIN AND 
EGYPT 
June 4. 

‘Tue attitude adopted by the 
present British Government in 
‘Egypt is undoubtedly part of a 
general programme .of protect- 
ing British lives and property 
land British interests wherever 
they are endangered, while at 
the same time pursuing a course 
lof conciliation with backward or 
weak peoples when no attempt 
is made to impair British honour 
jand integrity by armed mobs or 
military fore: The breaking 
off of relations with Soviet Rus- 
sia, the despateh of a large body 
of troops to China and the un- 
mistakable tone of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain's statement with 
regard to Egypt indicate’ this 
policy and the decisiveness 
which supports it, 

‘Egypt was recognized as fully 
independent country by the Brit- 
ish Government subject to four 
conditions, namely, the security 
of Imperial communication 
principally the Suez Canal; th 
defence of Egypt against all 
foreign aggression; the protec- 
tion of foreign interests and 
minorities in Egypt and the Su- 
dan, Under this agreement, 
Fuad assumed the title of King 
fof Egypt, the British control of 
the administration was relaxed 
and an Egyptian constitution 
‘was written. "An Egyptian leg- 
islature was elected and the 
British Government released 
tremists who were were in exile 
in British colonies in the Medi- 
terranean, In spite of, this 

greement antl the apparent 

willingness of the British Gov- 
ernment to assist Egypt to na- 
tionalist greatness on the basis 
lof friendship and the protection 
fof mutual interests, throughout 
‘the period under discussion, na~ 
tionalistic extremists continued 
to attack Great Britain and Bri- 
tish interests in India, 
‘The present movement is an 
interesting one: the Egyptian 
nationalists having possessed 
themselves of all authority in 
the administration of Egypt, 
|which, incidentally, has not pros- 
pered as much since the end of 
the war as under British 
management, now seek to obtain 
full control of the army, to re- 
lieve the Sirdar of the possibil- 
ity of functioning by eutting off 
his allowances in contravention 
of the agreement between Egypt 
and Britain and to use that army 
undoubtedly for —anti-British 
purposes throughout Africa, 
Such a possibility must even- 
tually mean war for Egypt, and 
it is undoubtedly the object of 
the British Government to take 
reeautionary steps to avoid the 
possibility of sterner measures 
against the Egyptian extremist 
who are undoubtedly leading 
‘their countrymen along a most 
hazardous path, 





















































‘There is a natural and not 
altogether. unwarranted  sym- 
pathy with the backward and 


weaker nations throughout the 
world, And there are~ those 
who would suggest that it would 
perhaps be advantageous to 
Great Britain to wash her hands 
clean of the expensive and un~ 
fruitful minorities and semi- 
protectorates which. are con~ 
stantly seething with discontent 
simply because politicians find 
if the newly. aroused  nationa- 
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lism of the present century a] 
‘wave upon which they can easily 
and speedily ride to power. One| 
might even suggest that every-| 
‘one should withdraw to permit) 
these people to throw _ their| 
countries into shambles and to 
bring upon thefr peoples the| 
misery and suffering inevitable 

‘with disorganization and selfish| 
and inexperienced administra- 
tion, But there are other issues| 
involved: there is always the: 
danger of predatory nations util- 
izing these smaller states to 
create chaos and 
throughout the world; there is 
danger that such nations migh*| 
even seize these freed states and 
thus so rearrange the map of the 
world as to make a new imperi- 
alistic struggle not only possible 
but necessary. Weakness in 
polities as with individuals can 
only lead to dependence. The 

















Egyptians might have strength- 
institutions which Britain left 
behind, but the Egyptian poli- 
ticians have been wrecking and, 
ened their state upon the fine 
despoiling unmereifully without | 
heed to their responsibilities to 


Britain or to their own people. 


Finally, there is the position’ 





of the Suez Canal that artificial 
highway of trade and civiliza- 
tion, which British manhood and| 
ingenuity has developed to its 
present position of historical 
importance. That Canal must! 
be protected, because upon it] 
depends the civilization of south- 
ern Asia and the happiness of, 
the peoples of three continents. 
‘his is a charge which Great 
Britain can never neglect and 
will never neglect. ‘To leave the 
Canal to the mercy of the Exyp-| 
tian politicians who, are wreck- 
ing thelr own country and whos 

only object can be self-enrich- 
ment and self-aggrandizement, 
would be to betray the confid- 
ence reposed in the British Gov- 
ernment by the peoples whose 
progress and welfare depend 
Upon the, Canal, Such a betrayal 
is unthinkable except to weak- 
minded persons, who froth senti- 
mentally over the possibility of 
a world government by weakness 
‘and incompetence and who rise 
in horror at the beauties of 
strength, ability and efficiency. 
‘The judgement of such individ- 
uals cannot be accepted against 
the lessons of history. There 
would have been no Suez Canal 
to-day had it not been for Great 
Britain; there will be no Suez| 























Canal if Britain fails in her task 
to protect it. ‘The present politi- 
cal situation in Egypt hinges on 
this truism.

Prof. Robson's Story 

‘The following is the New York. 
Herald-Tribune’s version of Profes- 
sor Robson’s testimony: 

An exhautive inquiry among eye- 
witnesses as to the manner in which 
Dr, J, E, Williams was shot in Nan- 
king by a Cantonese soldier points 
atrongly to the theory that he may 
have been killed by accident, accord. 
ing to the details told by Professor

opinion of one of the eye-witnesses 
that the soldier who killed Dr. Wil-

Dr. Robson has just arrived from 
China to report to the trustees of 
‘Nanking University on the slaying 
of Dr. Williams and conditions in 
general.

But in another instant he was 
dead and his body wes quickly loot- 
ed. Dr. Robson reconciles this with

liness of the Chinese to Americans, 
relating: how a family of them shel- 
tered and protected him when he| 
fled, dressed. asa native.

Hee told them he was an American 
land they proceeded to loot him, tak- 
ing his wrist watch and other valu- 
ables. Then they led him into the 
house and ordered him to open up 
all the locked drawers. When they’ 
hhad finished their search they lef, 
firing over his head as they went.

‘of them cocked their guns at Dr. 
Robson and threatened to kill him 
if he did not hand over all he had. 
He had hidden $65 in a tin beside

him in the face as he left. Tt was

[clothes and slipped over the wall to 
hide in the home of a friendly Chin- 
ese family.

of the regulations, which have been 
issued in Chinese’ only, shows that 
the new tax is to be collected as 
follows: on cargo on which the sur- 
tax is 2b per cent, the Dyke Tax is 
‘to be 1 per cent; on cargo on which| 
the surtax is 14 per cent. it is, to} 
‘be & per cent; on luxuries paying| 
‘a surtax of 5 per cent. it is to be 
11 per cent; when tonnage dues (on 
steamers over 150 tons) pay a tax 
of Tis. 0.20 per ton it is to be 8| 
eandareens per ton; and when ton-| 
nage dues (on steamers under 150| 
tons) pay a tax of Tis. 0.05 per ton| 
ft is be 8 candareens per ton—The| 
Dyke tax on junk tonnage dues col-| 
lected by the Native Customs is to| 
be calculated on the basis of this 
rate. 

The Dyke tax is to be charged, 
together with the surtax, on smug- 
jgled cargo on which the surtax is| 
found to be unpaid, but without 
penalty. Should the cargo be con-

structed by Mr. Hugh Jones of 
‘Wilkinson and Grist, for the owners| 
of the Leung Kwong; and Mr, G. 
XK, Hall Bratton held a watehini 
brief for the China Coast OMicers'| 
Guild, 

‘Mr, Jenkin, addressing the Court,

/Peace on Pacific Hoped for: Ad- 
miral Saito’s Mission: Anxiety

Considerable surprise was caused 
in Chinese circles on Bionday by re- 
ports which were circulated to the 
effect that the Shanghai Kuomin- 
tang Political Bureau, acting under 

structions from the yamén of tie 
‘Commander-in-Chief of the Nation- 

ist Forces (Gen, Chiang Ki 
‘shek), had forbidden the distribu- 
tion of the “Sinwapao” one of the 
leading vernacular newspapers in 
China, to be distributed outside tao 
International Settlement and the 
French Concession, 

A repretentative of the “North- 
China Daily News” at once ‘made 
inquiries and was informed that 
the report was quite correct but 
that the reasons for this sudden 
action on the part of the National 
ist officials was unknown, inasmuct 
as the “Sinwanpao” has always 
maintained a ‘fair and impartial 
stand so far as Chinese politics 
are concerned, attacking only 
Whenever it was necessary and 
giving credit where eredit was due. 

In conformity with the order, 
the copies of the “Sinwanpao" 
which were intended for outport 
‘circulation were seized at the 
Chinese Post Office on Sunday 
morning and yesterday to prevent 
their reaching the paper's outport 
subscribers, 

No Reason Given 


Nobody seems to know the

S84 Per Cent. Interest

The following regulations regard- 
ing the proposed issue of Treasury 
Notes by the Nationalist Govern- 
ment in Nanking have been publish. 
ed by the Kuomintang Financial 
Commission and they should be read 
with interest:— 

‘The amount of the treasury notes| 

sued shall be $80,000,000, 

Notes shall be of four denomina- 
tions, viz., $10,000, $1,000, $100 and 
/$10 face value. 

Interest shall be paid at the: 
rate of seven per cent, monthly. 

Notes shail be sold at a discount 
of two per cent, ie, 

Interest shall be prepaid from the 
time of payment up to the end of 
Sune, 1927, < 

Reimbursements of 1/30th of the! 
notes purchased, with interest in 
proportion, shall’ be made monthly, 
beginning from July 1, 1927. The 
whole loan, with interest, shall be 
iquidated by the end of December, 
1929, 

Treasury notes shall be sold at| 
the Bonk of China, the Bank of 
Communications, and other -banks| 
named by the Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Nanking. Provisional 
bonds shall te issued by the banks 
named at the time of payment, 
these to be exchanged as soon as 
the regular bonds are ready, 

This loan shall be guaranteed by! 
‘the Nationalist Government who 
‘shall set apart the revenues derived 
from the special 2.5 per cont, 
Customs surtax as security. 

‘The said surtax shall be set aside’ 
for the payment of principal and 
interest of this loan and it shall 
be placed under the custody of a 
‘committee formed of representatives

Russian Constable's Death Fol- 
Jowing Amputation of 
Right Leg 


It is with very much regret that 
we have to announce the death, 
which took place at the Shanghai| 
General Hospital on Tuesday after- 
noon shortly after two o'clock, of] 
Mr. Nikolai Aleksandroviteh Klitkia| 
(Kiuken), constable No. 286, in the 
euploy of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police. 

Death came as a sequel to| 
three bullet wounds received by the 
decoased whilst he was giving chase 
to a-garg of six Chinese” armed 
robbers in an alleyway off Sinza| 
Road on the night of May 27. 
When the brave constable was ad- 
mitted to hospital after he had been | 
oroujght down, he was in a very] 
weak condition and suffered from 
considerable loss of blood. His con- 
dition became aggravated with the’ 
first, signs of blood poisoning, and 
0 the doctors found that it was 
imperative to amputate the right 
leg, into which a bullet had pene- 
trated, and the operation was ac- 
cordingly performed on Tuesday, 
morning. The fatal outcome could| 
not be prevented and the deceased 
passed away at 2.30 p.m.on the same 
dag. 











Brother's Tragic Death 

‘The Inte Nikolai Kliukin was born 
in the Perm District, Russia, and 
was a comparatively young ‘man. 
Having completed the course at a| 
gymnasium he went to the Electro- 
Technical Institute and later enter- 
ed the Artillery School in Odessa, 
from which he received his first 
commission in Kronstadt Fortress. 
He took part in the Great War, as 
well as in the fight against ’the| 
Bolsheviks in Russia and it was 
only after the downfall 
Viadivostok that he, together wi 
his brother and sister, became 
emigre. 

Deceased’s brother also died 
under tragic circumstances—he was 
killed whilst defending one of the 
‘armoured ears belonging to Marshal 
Chang Chung-chang’s Shantung'| 
Amy. 

‘They left a family, their mother 
in Vladivostok and two sisters, ono 
of whom fs in Shanghai, 

In his orders, Captain E. I. MM. 
Barrett, Commissioner of "Police, 
placed on record his feelings of deep 
regret at Constable Klukin's death| 
and expressed his appreciation for 
the high services rendered by the de. 
‘coazed constable, 

Deceased received three bullet 
wounds in his leg and thigh, one 
bullet smashing a bone and another 
bullet passing through his leg. This 
bullet was found in his clothing 
when the injured man was examin= 
ed by Dr. Wall. 

‘The resident’ physician, however, 
mentioned that in conversation with 
the patient, the constable had said 
that before going on duty on the 
night in question, his boy had sug- 
ested that he had better take an 
jadditional clip of cartridges but un- 
fortunately he did not do so. The 
pationt also mentioned that when he 
Teceived the wound which dropped 
him, he had almost secured one of 
the ‘gang and this shot came from 
‘an alleyway slightly to the rear, He 
had, unfortunately, no cartridges 
eft’ at this time and so was at the 
mercy of the gang when he fell. 
Apparently, they also had run out 
of ammunition and this fact prob- 
ably saved the constable’s life, as 
‘the rest of the search party were 
either dead or wounded at that

‘An assault on Det-Inspr. Prince 
by enraged mill workers on Wednes-| 
day morning resulted in him being! 
severely beaten with iron bars, his 
wallet stolen and his pistol being 
taken from him, Three arrests 
were made. 

Tnspector Prince had gone to a 
kitting mill on East Yuhang Road 
‘on Wednesday morning after the| 
‘management had notified the police 
that agitators had threatened them. 

From information available it 
seems that some time ago, there 
had been dissatisfaction in the mill 
and the management had dismissed 
half a dozen or more agitators, who 
had been fomenting their’ em- 
ployees. They had presented de- 
mands for the re-instatement of 
these persons, to which the manage- 
‘ment had acceeded in part, but they 
refused to take back several of the 
‘more notorious, In the meantime 
the labourers, the police being unin- 
formed of the fact, had presented 
demand for increased wages. ‘The 
agitators were egging-on the work- 
ers to force the hand of the 
management on both demands and 
on Tuesday sent a letter to the 
‘owners saying that they (agitators) 
“would be there” on  Wednesday| 

In response to this information, 
Inspr, Prince and a Chinese detec 
tive went to the mill on Wednesday. 
After they had gone to the office, 
they had been recognized as polies,| » 
the workers started on a rampage 

















‘and broke into the office. ‘They 
swarmed about Inspr, Prince who 
could do nothing because of the

wallet, which contained about $200 
and took his pistol from him. ‘They 
Dustled the Chinese detective into 
fan adjacent room and because they 
did not search him, did not find his 
pistol, Because of their number, 
he could not come to the assistance 
of his superior. ‘The noise of the 
Tow engaged the attention of 
passers-by, who blew police whist 
Tes, Reinforcements from the 
tation arrived and fescued Inspr. 
Prinee and the Chinese detective. 

"The agitators, of whom three were 
arrested, are believed to be mem- 
bers of ‘the now defunct Shanghai 
General Labour Union who have 
been attempting to re-establish 
thelr prestige, Inspr. Prin 
wallett was recovered, minus its 
contents.

Tt will be recalled that the 
charges preferred against Mr. Fu 
were that he had himself elected 
chairman of the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce by illegal 
process; that he mal-administered 
the affairs of the said’ Chamber; 
that he lent the steamers of tho 
China Merchants’ S. N. Co, Ld, 
to Marshal Sun Chuan-fang for tho 
purpose of obstructing the progress 
of the Nationalist Army; that he 
contributed money to the war chests 
of Marshals Chang Chung-chang 
and Sun Chuan-fang in order that 
they could carry on their fight 
against the Nationalist Forces, ete. 
Mr, Fu appealed for a chance to 
explain his position and not a few 
local organizations made a similar 
request on his behalf but th 
Political Council refused to pay 
any heed, it being rumoured that

RECREATION CENTRE FOR 
FRENCH TROOPS 


Appeal Issued to Support 
Meritorious Project 


‘The Committee for the Founda- 
tion of a Recreational Contre for 
Fronch sailors and soldiers, of 
which the Fronch Consul-General is 
honorary-chairman and of which 
the parions are the French Admiral 
in command of the naval division of 
the Far East and the defence 
forces of the French Concession, 
Monseigneur Paris, Bishop of 
Gilando and Vier Apostolique of 
Nanking and the Administrative 
Corvaittes of the French Municipal 
Cuuueil, make an appeal to the 
generosity of the French residents 
of Shanghai. 

The appeal says in part:— 

“At the present time we ean see 
how the preseice of our sailors and 
colonial troops are indispensable for 
the protection of life and property, 
It is only fair that all of us should 

ur to ameliorate, as 
ithin our power, ‘the 
conditions of our defenders, 
‘The Recreational Centre, ge- 
nerously constructed by the French 
Municipality, must be furnished, 
provided with the necossary equip- 
ment and the necessary original 
‘supplies, Let us contribute, there- 
fore, to the first expenses of estab- 
Tishment!

all bore his company's trade mark| 
Jand numbers. 


Question of Citizenship 


Questioned by the Judge 
said that he was 38 years old and 
that he was born in Brazil, but the 
local Brazilian Consulate refused to 
recognize him although they took his 
passport. He has never before| 
been convicted for any offence and 
denied the charges preferred against 
him. 

A second charge, that_of 
breaking into and entering the offices 
fof the Brazilian Consulate, was; 
‘then proceeded with. Mr. Carlos A. 
Pereira, secretary to the Consulate, 
testified that, at one ‘time, accused 
had applied 'to the Consulate for 
registration claiming to be born in 
Brazil. He brought a couple of wit- 
nesses with him, According to 
Brazilian law, the Consulate grant- 
‘ed a provisional certifiente on the| 
junderstanding that accused should 
produce his birth certificate within| 
six months. In January, this yeat,| 
the acting Consul-Gereral, Mr, 
Nunes Pereira, came to Shanghai 
‘and published ‘an advertisement in 

press, requesting all Brazilian 
citizens to register themeelves at 
ithe Consulate within ten days and 
to bring their papers with them in 
order to prove their citizenship, 
Accused never appeared and £0 his 
citizenship was cancelled, 

At this juncture, accused protest- 
ed that, onco he became a citizen, 
the Consul-General had no right to 
his citizenship. From the 
of law, only the government, 
in this case ‘the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, had the right to deal with 
jsuch'a matter. 

Cross-examined by Dr. Wilhelm, 
Mr. Pereira said that the certificate| 
inted to accused was crly a pro- 
visional one and he could only be 
recognized ag a Brazilian citizen 
jwhen he produced rrcof that he was. 
born in Brazil, 

The Judge remarked that it was; 
for accused to prove hie citizenship. 
If he could not prove his Brazili 
citizenship or the citizenship of a1 
Jother country which enjcyed special 
privileges, he would have to be tried 
in the Provisional Court. The case

Story of the Case

These bills 
were subsequently protested at the 
German consulate for non-payment, 
Harrendorf was at that time in| 
‘Tsingtao and when he came back’ 
in September, explained that the 
goods covered by the above docu- 
ments had not been taken up by 
dealers on account of the local situa- 
tion, Accused had assured the bank 
that there was no cause for anxiety 
a8 he had some £25,000 worth of 
goods in his possession. Witness 
‘asked for a balance shect showing 
the firm’s position and this was 
supplied about the middle of, 
September. It was this balance 
sheet that first made the bank, 
suspicious, ‘There was an item 
‘which showed that the shippers 
(Messrs. Muench & Wecker) in 
Hamburg owed Harrendorf some. 
£12,000, ‘The bank telegraphed to 
Hamburg and ascertained that on 
the contrary, Harrendorf owed 
money to this firm,

Hidden Wealth in China 


‘There ‘is: great -wealth hidden in 
}China, but it is largely unexplofted, 
the country being without available 
feapital-or a sound system of credit, 
{Ie ois therefore a country without 
progress. The foreigners have 
brought in what capital there is and 
foreign-engendered enterprises have 
brought employment and:prosperity 
to large numbers of Chinese. It is 
only by the foreigner’s-help that the 
country ean “be attuned to modern 
conditions. “China has been well 
served, probably as no country has 
ever been, -by the foreign emplo- 
‘yes in-her various. administrations, 
the Customs, the-Sait, and the Posts, 
‘The problem has been to bring.a 
nation stil steeped in medievalism 
nto a frame of mind which will 
[permit the introduction of modern 
‘methods of government. Jt is a 
great task which cannot be .ac- 
[complished in a moment. China is 
made up of a huge mass of literate 
peasants and.a few ignorant milie 
tarists; of .a lage, inteligent, .but 
‘not modern-minded’ menchant 
of few hundred thousand, per 
of students, with a smattering of 
Western knowledge; and:of.a hand 
ful of bighly cultivated, “modern 
educated gentlemen, the inteljectual 
Jeguals of anyone in the world. Can

The educated 
Chinese has Confucianism, as the| 
educated European has Christianity,| 
whatever his profession, in hl 
bones; and reverence for the Em- 
peror, for authority, for parents and 
ago, for truth, industry, —fustice,| 
moderation, and publie duty, 
principles with which Communism 
‘would appear to have little in com- 
moa. 


Chinese and a Proletariat State 


What Chinese, educated 
otherwise, would dream of a state 
dominated by the proletariat, ie, 
by the peasantry and coolies?” Such 
‘& conecption, t0. the Chi | 
must be ludicrous in the extreme: 
‘The hold, whatover it may amount} 
to, which Bolshevism has upon South 
China lies simply in, the fact that} 
whore so many are hungry, many 
will. grasp at anything which gives 
them: the chanee of a meal, be. it 
Bolshevism, or anything else. The 
Russian soldiers and money, to>, 
have unquestionably been useful in 
the struggle for power. It is un- 
likely that the somewhat astonish- 
ing success of the expedition ty 
Hankow could have been accomplish- 
ed without their help. ‘To get the 
ragged, unequipped horde there at 
all was a remarkable feat, in spito 
of: the fact that it met’ with no 
rious resistance on the way, and] 
the credit for its arrival must. be 

ivon to the Russians, But if there 
is any real national basis to the 
Cantonese powor, and if it really 
establishes itself over the whole or 
@ greater part of China, one can| 
only expect that the inherent re- 
Pugnance of the Chinese mind to 
Bolshevist theory will assert itself 
fand :the Russians find that their} 

vices are no longer required.| 
Ine’ thing only can maintain. them 
{n office, though not necessarily in 
power, and that is the unceasing 
outpouring of Russian money. No- 
thing ean be got out of China,” Her 
hungry millions are enger to take; 
they have nothing to give. To start 
finaneing a Chinese government is| 
to pour water into a bottomless pit. 
The enemies of Soviet Russia would 
indeed rejoice to see her embarking 
upon such course of self-destruction. 


Conclusion 

The matter then seems to lie this 
waye ‘The Powors must bo pationt 
with China and make allowance for 
the growth of national feeling, but 
they must also realize the gross in- 
ignities to which their innocent 
countrymen have been subjected in 
Chinn and take such measures as 
will insure their protection. “Face” 
should be given were possible. 
Superiority is always galling and it 
hurts Chinese pride to see prosperi- 
ous, well-administered foreign sct- 
tlements on hier soil, a reproach to 
the squalor, disorder, and insanita- 
tion alongside. . Chinese representa- 
ttives should have a say in the ad- 
ministration of those settlements 
‘until the day comes when China 
fit to take thom over entirely. Chin- 
ese judges in the settlements should 
sit with the consular judges. Peace 
cannpt be established by dragging 
the foreigners down to the Chi 
level of justice and administration. 
‘The Chinese standards in these mat- 
ters "must go up. Bearing in mind 
that the Chinese must ultimately] 
take over the whole work, it will be 
the duty of the foreigner to aid in 
equipping him for the task. The 
Chinese have everything to gain 
from friendly relations with th 
foreigners living among them. The 
Bolshevists can give them nothing 
in the end except the hostility of the 
whole world. ‘The Chinese course 
is clear if only they follow it; strong 
nationalism; | strong government; 
friendliness with the Powers; 
peace; prosperity. May their leaders, 
Whoever they may be, have the. 
character, knowledge, and power to 
carey out the programme.

‘The eause| 
of hi tragic failure is ‘not difficult 
to discover. He had at least one 
great failing. Lot did not appreciate 
the importance of little things. 
jeall your attention to it because it 
Ted to his downfall, as it has led 
to the downfall of many thousands 

I through the ages. Further it is 
very common failing among men| 
and women in the world to-day, 

Prosperity Yet Friction 

Look at the history of this man. 
Abram and Lot left Haran together, 
‘and journeyed westward until ther 
jeame to Canaan, Here they’ 
prospered amazingly. “But prosper- 
ity did not increase their happiness. 
Friction devoloped between their 
rowing retinaes of servants. They 

‘ded to separate. You will re- 
‘member Abram’s gonerous offer to 
the younger man, and Lot’s selfish 
choice, Lot forgot that he owed 
everything to the older man, forgot| 
that God's promise was first of all 
to Abram, And Lot chose the

iniquity which God has d 
to destroy. God reveals his pur- 
pose to Abram, and in answer to 
Abram's intercession he sonds_ an 
‘angel to deliver Lot and his family| 
from the impending catastrophe. 
‘The angel persuades Lot and his 
two daughters to flee safely away. 
But it is with difficulty and after 
much persuasion. They come to 
Zoar, and Lot begs to be allowed to 
Temain here, near the wreck of his 
fortunes justifying his action in the}: 
Jwords of our text. God will not 
destroy Zoar with the other cities, 
for “Ts it not a little one.” 

It is a revealing word, a char 
acteristic excuse. We rather feel 
that it is not the first time that 
these or similar words, have been 
used by Lot. For Lot did not de- 
liberately ‘rejects God. That is to 
completely misread the story. 


Lot's Worldly Decision 

When Lot made his worldly} 
decision, T do not think for a mo-| 
ment that he realized where that 
choite would ultimately lead_him. 
When he chose as his neighbours 
the men of the cities of the plain, 
ig did not appear to him as a choice 
Detween the service of God and the 
rejection of God. He knew that the 
men of Sodom and Gomorrah were 
‘wicked and that he would be brought 
into eontact with them, that he must] 
aseociate with them. But he thought 
it was a small thing and would not 
‘matter. 

‘There we have the key to his 
lownward path. | He did not proper. 
ly" appreciate "the importance 0 
itl things)—He hated to leave the 
company of Abram, who has been| 
more than a father to. him; but 
then it was only a small separation. 
Tt was better to pitch a good way

‘Those Who Wander from God 

Some of us perhaps this evening’ 
fare conscious that we like Lot have 
wangered away from God and from 
old friends and associations. Some- 
how we have lost the things that 
we know are most worth while, 
And we cannct explain jast how it 
happened. We never set out to do| 
1 Out, Intentions were never 
malicious. ‘Things just  happenel 
‘We have done things we never in: 
tended to do. But they seemed to| 
jcome so naturally. They seem tho 
result of circumstances, beyond and 
‘outside ourselves, 








things? The| 
little choices and decisions that make| 
‘up nine-tenths of our willing and 
doing. For the little steps make 
long journeys. Each step may be 
small but if they are in the wrong 
direction the end is the far countrs. 
Eve never set out to disobey God 
ut she looked, listened, longed. 
touched and then took and tasted. 
‘A man may walk a thousand miles,| 
but he has to do i¥'a step at a time. 

‘The importance of little things 
is so easily scen in the physical 
realm. In my own country the 
prairie first that sweeps along in a 
‘50 mile wall of living flame can 
‘grow a tiny spar; And I have seen, 
‘the forest fires of Northern Ontraio| 
sweeping over a township, flames| 
leaping a hundred feet from treo 
to tree. All the result of a care 
Hess settlers “burning.” 


Little Things That Multiply 

Little things grow and multiply. 
‘Yes and insignificant little things 
add up. The huge locomotive 
plough along with its heavy load 
against the tearing wind and up the 
Tong grades, but the tiny flakes 
of snow, each insignificant in itself, 
finally bring it to a standstill. The 
thin end of the wedge is an insigni- 
ficant thing; and so is the trickle 
of water through the dyke. But 
‘both may be fraught with tremend- 
‘ous consequene: 

‘And the little

It is much more interesting to the 
student of China to watch these 
tendencies now sprouting in Shang:
